DETAILED ACTION 

1 . This Office Action is in response to the Request for Continued Examination 
(RCE) filed 10/18/2010. 

EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

2. An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312. To ensure consideration of such an amendment, it MUST be 
submitted no later than the payment of the issue fee. 

The application has been amended as follows: The claims filed on 7/6/10 were 
incorrectly numbered. Claim 19 was not present in the filed pending claims. Claim 20 
followed claim 18. And after renumbering it is found that claim 24 (newly renumbered) is 
cancelled, instead of claim 25 which was previously cancelled. The current renumbered 
claims are 15-23, and 25-29. To correct the deficiencies, examiner has renumbered the 
claims in the correct order.

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Applicant 
claims a method of synthesizing of a speech signal using processing apparatus, 
comprising: the processing apparatus automatically assigning of a first identifier to a first 
class of steady intervals of an original speech signal and assigning of a second identifier 
to a second class of dynamic intervals of the original speech signal, the processing 
apparatus automatically windowing the original speech signal to provide a number of 
pitch bells, the processing apparatus automatically processing the pitch bells having the 
first identifier assigned thereto for modifying a duration of the speech signal, and the 
processing apparatus automatically performing an overlap and add operation on the 
processed pitch bells the processing apparatus outputting the overlapped and added 
pitch bells as a synthesized speech signal. The cited prior art of record does not fairly 
teach or disclose the claimed combination of features.
